ear 1641. in one Capt. Marrows Troop to fight againſt the Rebels ; 
ut he finding the Rebels moſt likely then ta prevail , ran from his 
Colours to the Rebels,and there continued uatil the year 1651. web: 
ſaid $horne in the yeare 1646. asaforeſaid on the high way in the 
time of Ceſſation, robbed your Petitioner to the value of 807.

or ſurpriſed by the Rebels, and then in her repair to Dublin, (as I 
have been credibly informed, ſhe was robbed by the enemy & all ſhe 
had taken from her, which hath reduced her to great extremity;and I 
_dofurther certifie that Inever knew nor have heard, but that ſhe was 
 alwaiesa woman of agood life and converſation, and to my certain
